10 HALT FASCISTS 
MARCH ON CAPITAL 


“Revolt” Against Marx- 
ism Impends in Helsing- 
fors; Cabinet Set for 
Emergencies. 


HELSINGFORS, Finland, Feb. 28. 
(/)—The army was ordered tonight to 
prevent a march on the capital by 
thousands of Finnish fascists massed 
within 35 miles of Helsingfors. 

The cabinet, after an emergency 
meeting, announced it had confirma- 
tion that members ‘of the Lapua, the 
fascists of Finland, intended to march 
on Helsingfors in a drive against 
Marxism, 

The Lapuans, said a cabinet source, 
had a definite program, the main point 
represented by the slogan “Down with 
Marxism,” but also including other 
aims. They met recently in Mantsala 
to organize the movement and there 
decided to march on Helsingfors. 

The government learned that 4,000 
armed men were concentrating’ in 
Mantsala parish, and were saying 
they could muster 20,000 men for a 
'march on the capital. Hundreds more 

were reported en route from Ostro- 
bothnia to Mantsala to join the move- 
ment. 

The cabinet held a special session 
‘tonight, attended by the commander- 
| in-chief of the army and other high 
officers. iit 

President Pehr Edwin Svinhufvud, 
who had planned to go to the country 
tomorrow, postponed his visit and pre- 
sided over the cabinet. 

The order to confine Helsingfors 
troops to barracks included cancella- 
tion of all leaves. 

(An Exchange Telegraph dispatch 
said newspapermen who tried = to 
reach Mantsala by motor car found 
all roads leading to the town guarded 
by armed patrols. When asked the 
reason for such procedure, the pa- 
trols replied: “There is a war. Only 
arms will speak.” The insurgents 
threatened to destroy cameras if the 
news men tried to take photographs.)

DIES AT HOSPITAL 


Transfusion Resorted to 
in Vain To Save Life of 
William C. Boyer. 


William C, Boyer, 28, well-known 
Atlanta druggist, died shortly after 
10 o'clock Sunday’ morning as the re- 


| sult of wounds he received when he 


was shot and robbed late Saturday 
night in the garage of his home at 
615 Ormewood avenue by two negro 


bandits. Mr. Boyer was taken to 
Grady hospital but later was trans- 
ferred to Seorsia Baptist hospital. 

A radio appeal for a volunteer to 
give blood for a transfusion late Sat- 
urday night brought in more than 50 
replies. Physicians at the’ hospital 
selected Jack Manning, a fireman at 
station house No. 8, to give the 
blood. Manning has given blood dur- 
ing the last few years for 29 trans- 
fusions. 

Police Sunday had no clue as to the 
identity of the negroes, although a 
description was furnished them by Mr. 
Boyer’s neighbors who noticed the 
men fleeing from the scene after they 
heard the shot. Mr. Boyer: returned 
from downtown at about 11 o’clock 
Saturday night and carried a load of 
groceries into the house, members of 
the family told police. He returned 
to the garage to turn out the lights 
of his car and encountered the negroes 
in the shadow of the door. 

One of the bandits fired at him at 
close range and the bullet penetrated 
his abdomen. The negroes took two 
purses containing an undetermined 
amount of money and fled. Blood

(P)—A government spokesman said 
today that “sincere efforts” were 
being made at both Shanghai and 
Geneva to arrange for a cessation 
of the Shanghai hostilities, with 
“fair prospects of agreement,” but 
declined to reveal the nature of 
their efforts.

(Monday.)—Attémpts to arrange a 
peace formula were made aboard 
the British flagship Kent today be- 
tween Admirals Nomura and Mat- 
suoka of Japan and Chinese offi- 
cials, ineluding Dr. Wellington Koo, 
former foreign minister, and the 
chief of staff of the Chinese 19th 
Route army. 

The representatives of both sides 
were invited to the conference hy 
Admiral Kelly, commander of the 
British fleet in Chinese waters. The 
result of the conference was not 
given out.

Ss NGHAI, Feb, 29.—( Monday.) 
Chinese and Japanese artillery shook 
the countryside today in a bombard- 
ment which greeted fresh Japanese 
troops pouring into Shanghai from 
Woosung and punctuated reports of 
further efforts. toward a peace be- 
tween the rival armies. 

Kiangwan, focal point on the 
Chapei-Woosung battle line, had fall- 
en to the Japanese, apparently with- 
out a struggle, after days of crush- 
ing attack there, 

The Japanese forces turned their 
offensive on the Chapei_ section of 
Shanghai in an effort to break the 
Chirese lines on the battle front 
there. 

The Chinese held fast, replying 
with trench mortars to a Japanese 
bombardment from artillery and air- 
planes supporting infantry and tanks. 

A Japanese transport was reported 
lying along a wharf in the Interna- 
tional Settlement while others were 
waiting to land troops elsewhere.

GEORGIA PRODUCTS 


Buying and Selling Cam- 
paign To Open on March 
20, LeCraw Announces. 


“Buy and Sell Georgia Products 
Week,” beginning March 20, will be 
sponsored by the “Forward Georgia” 
committee named at a recent con- 
ference of business and civic leaders 
here, Roy raw, chairman, an- 
nounced Saturday. 

He said Governor Russell would 
issue a proclamation pointing out the 
importance of the movement begun 
by the committee and officially urg- 
ing co-operation. 

eCraw said that the seven-point 
program adopted at the “Forward 
Georgia” meeting here February 12 
had met with statewiae response, and 
the committee had decided to furnish 
assistance and speakers for the inau- 
guration of local campaigns directed 
to the same purposes. Numerous re- 
quests for such assistance have been 
received, he said. 

The “Forward Georgia” program 
embraces the organization of Cham- 
bers of Commerce, less taxes and more 
economy in government, the produc- 
tion and use of Georgia products, a 
back-to-the-farm movement, city and 
county improvements, unemployment 
relief, and community co-operation. 

LeCraw, president of the Atlanta 
Chamber of. Commerce, which spon- 
sored the- “Forward Georgia” meet- 
ing. said he had received a letter from 
Jack Williams, editor of the Waycross 
Journal-Herald, president of the Geor- 
gia Press Association and vice chair- 
man of the statewide committee, par- 
ticularly approving that section of 
the program calling for local meet- 
ings to plan encouragement of the 
buying and selling of Georgia prod- 
ucts. 

The “Forward Georgia” chairman 
said a great deal already had been 
sceteroliabed by the American Le- 
gion, chambers of commerce, women’s 
clubs, and other civic organizations 
in encouraging the use of Georgia 
products, adding: 

“The collective effort of every com- 
munity: in the state working on this 
movement for one. week will create 
momentum, will stimulate business, 
thereby keeping money in local chan- 
nels, and will start the wheels of iIn- 
dustry turning.” 

He said a number of large merchan- 
dising interests had been asked to as- 
sist in the Georgia products cam- 
paign with sales featuring Georgia 
goods.

CHILD WELFARE GROUP 
~ MEETS HERE FRIDAY 


A permanent state agency to care 
for destitute and neglected children 
of Georgia is expected to be the re- 
sult of a meeting of Atlanta mem- 
bers of the Georgia Children’s Welfare 
committee Friday when reports indi- 
eated encouraging results from work 
done during the last year. 

In connection with the decision to 

reorganize the committee into a state 
agency, James P. Faulkner, secretary, 
said that during its first year of work 
the organization had cared for 1,731 
children in all parts of the state. The 
committee was organized in February, 
1931, with Eugene R. Black, governor 
of the Atlanta Federal bank, as chair- 
man. 
For 20 years the Georgia Children’s 
Home Society had served as the guard- 
ian of helpless children. Upon its 
abolishment the committee was form- 
ed and began to function in co-opera- 
tion with the state department of pub- 
lic welfare. 

It was set out at the meeting that 
due to a lack of appropriation by the 
state assembly last year to aid the 
public welfare department, the work 
of caring for destitute children will 
fall upon the public. Subscriptions are 
needed and reports from the various 
counties indicated that steps are under 
way to raise a sufficient amount of 
money to carry on the work during 
the next 12 months.

IMOSES, GARNER 
IN VERBAL CLASH 


Leaders Flay Each Other 
in Strong Statements on 
Aims of G. O. P. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(UP) 
Senator George H. Moses, of New 
Hampshire, sharp-tongued republican 
spokesman, today lashed out at Speak- 
er John Garner for his charge last 
week that President ‘Hoover had led 
the nation into the world’s worst 
depression. 

n a Vigorous and caustic statement 
Moses suggested that later on, after 
Garner had decided whether he was 
running for the get tram as a “wet” 
or “dry,” he could charge Mr. Hoover 
with also causing the World War, 
bolshevism in Russia and other world 
troubles. 

Garner immediately made a bitter 
reply. He said Moses’ statement indi- 
cated “about the same amount of 
thought as his famous remark when 
he referred to the republican senators 
from the west as sons of the wild 
jackass.” : 

The Texan made no comment on his 
prohibition stand, and added Moses’ 
remarks, “as usual, will be quite 
amusing to the reactionary element 
of the republican party.” 

The ‘ew Hampshire senator 
brought up Speaker Garner’s attitude 
on prohibition in a comment that a 
decision as to where he stood on the 
dry laws was “more pressing” than 
his charge against Mr. Hoover. In a 
telegram to a woman’s organization 
in Texas last week Garner announce 
he would not take a stand on this or 
any other issue which might disrupt 
the harmony in congress, and added 
he did not care what this attitude did 
to his political future. He _ voted 
against the eighteenth amendment, but 
sur~orted various subsequent enforce- 
ment acts. 

Moses concluded his statement with

that Mr. Hoover has retained the con- 
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that in eight more 


fidence of the people and thereby 
brought about his own re-election. 

“I marvel,” he said, “at the moder- 
ation with which Mr. Garner has now 
begun his formal campaign for the 
presidency with the single and simple 
assertion that President | Hoover 
brought on the panic. 

“In order to run true to ancient 
form, the speaker should have added 
the charge that the president brought 
on the World War, that he loaned 
billions of dollars of American money 
to Europe during a democratic admin- 
istration, that he directed the riotous 
expenditures for armaments in for- 
eign countries, that he brought about 
the unbalanced budgets of other gov- 
ernments, that he made addled loans 
in Latin America, that he is responsi- 
ble for bolshevism in Russia, that he 
engineered the 18 revolutions which 
have taken place in as many coun- 
tries, and that he forced England off 
the gold standard.” 

Meanwhile, Senator Tom Connally, 
democrat, Texas, and a Garner leader, 
carried on his party’s new warfare 
against the republicans over credit for 
economic legislation. He _ reiterated 
the claim that democrats originated 
the Glass-Steagall federal reserve bank 
bill and charged that the administra- 
tion had opposed it until last month. 

“The administration has been play- 
ing partisan politics while asking for 


a political truce,” he said.

died in the service. 

In a special section set aside for 
them, relatives of deceased policemen 
heard speakers laud the bravery and 
honor of those who daily staked their 
lives against. the lawless. 

_ “They died heroes,” said Chief Jus- 

tice Richard B. Russell Sr., of the 
Georgia supreme court, “but they 
died without the glory of war to bol- 
ster them. Their’s was a death of 
sacrifice just as noble as that of any 
soldier upon the battlefield.” 

The Atlanta police band, under di- 
rection of Captain John A. Scharf. 
opened the ceremony with a concert 
and James A. Bellflower, president 


of the band. directed the program. 

Dr. D. Witherspoon Dodge, princi- 
pal speaker, said that policemen were 
the most unappreciated class of men 
in the world. He, too, lauded the 
courage of policemen and compared 
it to the greatest bravery ever shown 
by man in any calling.

COST OF GOVERNMENT 
OF STATES INCREASED 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(#)— 
Operation of state governments cost 
the taxpayers $2,290,270,059 last year, 


as compared with $2.061,016,833 the 
even year and $517,503,220 in 
i. 


Announcing its compilation today, 
the census bureau reported aggregate 
state revenues for the 1930 fiscal year 
were $2.243,110,687, and net indebted- 
ness $1,833,427,871, 

Operation and maintenance of the 
general departments of the 48 gov- 
ernments amounted to $1,390,505,636, 
or $11.40 per capita. Payments for 
operation and maintenance of public 
service enterprises totaled $9.559,634 ; 
interest on debts, $101,430,598, and 
outlays for permanent improvements 
$788,744,191. 

An increase in apportionment for 
education of $28,811,109 over the 1929 
outlay was reported, while interest 
charges also increased $7,293,926. 

Expenditures for permanent im- 
provements were principally for high- 
ways, constituting 80.5 per cent of the 
total outlays. Next in rank were costs 
of charities, hospitals and corrections, 
amounting to $63,117,652, and edu- 
cation costing $40,001,187. 

In 1930, the bureau reported, 23 
states not only balanced their budgets 
but had a surplus of revenue receipts 
after meeting all governmental costs. 
Of these 23 states showing an ex- 
cess of revenue, 20 reported a reduc- 
tion in their net indebtedness for the 
year. 

Per capita receipts were $18.39 
suet $17.11 in 1929, and $5.14 in 


The principal items of revenue were 
399,523,438 from motor fuel taxes: 
$345,186,629, general property taxes; 
$296,423,525, motor vehicle Sscneaton 
$180,794,241, inheritance taxes (col- 
lected in 45 states) ; $96,451,517, spe- 
cial property taxes, and $76,530,014, 
income taxes (collected in 15 states.) 
The net indebtedness (funded or 
fixed debt less sinking fund assets) 
continued to increase, and in 1930 
was $1,833,427,871, or $15.03 per 
capita, as against $14.04 the preced- 
ing year and $4.39 in 1917. 

Twenty-eight states decreased their 
indebtedness, but the total increase 


in the next debt was $143,601,323.

eral party, apparently had triumphed. 

Another sharp clash of liberal chief- 
tains, involving. the gubernatorial as- 
pirations of Commander Enqirue Re- 
cio ‘and Governor Enrique Villena in 
Camaguey province, produced scat- 
tered fizhting. Recio’s faction claims 
ed a victory. 

Populars were chiefly concerned 
with the matter of party leadership. 
Carmelo Urquiaga, majority floor 
leader in the house of representatives, 
said his forces had won over those of 
Senator Celso Cuellar, president of 
the party. 

The superior electoral tribunal will 
receive results of the election and an- 
nounce the victors within five’ days. 
It was estimated that approximately 
65 per cent of the qualified voters 
cast ballots. 

Eduardo Estrida was shot to death 
in Quemado de Quines, Santa Clara 
province. He was with Representa- 
tive Ricardo Campo, liberal, at the 
time.

NECK DEEP, BEFORE WE KNOW. 

The criticism of Secretary Stim- 
son by a Japanese foreign office 
spokesman is a natural development 
of the barage of inexcusable “‘notes” 


and ‘‘warnings” the state department 


at Washington has kept up from the 
very inception of the present China- 
Japan controversy. 

Even so rock-ribbed, old-line a 
republican as Senator Moses is led 
to express doubt in the efficiency 
of the “paper bombardment,” and 
Representative Fish, New York re- 
publican, adds that “if the United 
States had not sent a note to Japan 
every time a little town in Man- 
churia was seized, we could now use 


our good offices toward a settle- 


ment in the interest of peace.” 
The constantly emanating notes 
have put us in a meddlesome aitti- 
tude which the other great powers 
have zealously avoided. 
The only thing we have a right 


to ask of China and Japan is that 


our nationals be not molested, and 
that nothing be done to interfere 
with our treaty rights for the “open 
door” in China. Japan has time and 
again extended the positive assur- 
ance that the life and property of 
Americans will be protected, and 
that nothing will be done to Inter- 
fere with our trade rights in China. 

Just so long as this attitude is 
adhered to we should stand abso- 
lutely hands off, taking care that 
no interference, diplbmatic or oth- 
erwise, should involve us in a situa- 
tion with which we have nothing to 
do. 

The best way to maintain the 
open door is to leave the settle- 
ment of the controversy between 
Japan and China to the principals 
now involved, After that is done, 
there will be no effort to close the 
now open door against our trade, 
or that of the other nations of the 
world. 

Even. if successful, Japan would 
not dare to antagonize the balance 
of the world. Should she do so the 
United States, Great Britain and the 
other great powers could easily set- 
tle the matter by dealing with the 
question on a trade basis. 

Japan needs the balance of the 
world more than the world needs 
Japan, and she would not dare to 


put herself in a2 position which 
would put an end to the internation- 
al commerce on which she is so 
largely dependent. 

Of more direct and immediate 
Importance to the United States is 
the fact that we are in no position 
now, nor is any other nation in the 
world, to tell Japan what it can or 
cannot do, so long as she keep off 
our toes. Japan knows that as well 
as we do, and if we persist in our 
inexcusable meddling in a situation 
which is none of our business, 
is liabf to tell us to mind our own 
“thes.

DECREASE OF DRUNKENNESS. 

In his notable Atlanta address, 
Winston Spencer Churchill, British 
Statesman, discussed the ‘“‘pathway’”’ 
of the English-speaking peoples and, 
incidentally, temperance. ° 

What the distinguished Britisher 
had to say about the rapidly decreas- 
ing amount of drunkenness in his 
country is no doubt certainly a dis- 
appointment to those who, in sup- 
porting existing ‘‘prohibition” con- 
ditions, prophesied the adoption of 
the eighteenth amendment would re- 
duce crime and empty the jails. 

“In 1913, the last year before the 
World War,” Mr. Churchill said, 
“there were 189,000 convictions for 
drunkenness reported in the British 
empire. In 1930, the last year for 
which we have complete statistics, 
there were 58,000, or less than one- 
third.” 

He said that the British had re- 
duced the consumption of beer near- 
ly one-half and spirit nearly three- 
fourths since 1900 by taxation. 


Somewhat cautiously—and with 
a whimsical smile on his ruddy 
countenance—Mr. Churchill also 
said that the English government’s 
exchequer, over which he presided, 
collected $625,000,000 in revenue 
from spirits alone in 1929. 

England’s jails, he added, are al- 
most empty. His country regulates 
the liquor traffic and levies a high 
tax on it. The decreasing revenue 
from the spirits tax, he also observ- 
ed, is getting into the government’s 
coffers through other channels, 

“l believe,’ Mr. Churchill said, 
‘we have been a trifle more suc- 
cessful in handling this vexatious 
problem of intemperance than you 
have. We have put a high tax on 
it and regulate the traffic—and 
when I say regulate | mean we have 
adopted regulations which are 
obeyed.” 

From which Mr. Churchill's first 
and second cousins—once removed 
—on this side of the pond may well 
draw their own moral. 


AS TO INSURANCE. 

In a letter to The Constitution, 
Robert L. Cooney, veteran life in- 
surance leader of Atlanta, terms a 
recent editorial about life insurance 
which appeared in this newspaper 
as the “exact truth.” He is grati- 
fied that the business he has been 
in so long should be characterized 
by the editorial as a bulwark of se- 
curity.

Your editorial on insurance is the 
exact truth.

Paul 


Painleve 


At the moment of writing M. Paul 
Painleve has n asked by the 
French president to form a new cabi- 
net in succession to the one headed by 
M. Pierre Laval, which fell under an 
adverse vote in the senate. 

M. Painleve is a professor of mathe- 
matics and considered one of the 
foremost scientists of the day. He 
was minister of war and prime min- 
ister of France on former occasions. 
He represents an entirely different 
school of thought than Laval and the 
majority of the members of the lat- 
ters cabinet. He is, as a matter of 
fact, closer to men like Briand and 
Caillaux and Herriot; that is to say, 
he will go much further in the direc- 
tion of seeking an earnest understand- 
ing with Germany.

When the kaiser fled and 
the reich became a republic, Painleve 
believed that it would be necessary 
for France to support the republicans 
in Germany in order to prevent the 
reactionary Junker groups and _ the 
chauvinist nationalists of Germany 
from gaining control of things once 
more on the ground that the repub- 
licans could not by peaceful means 
obtain an alleviation of reparations 
from the allies. 

The nationalists had but one idea. 
It was this: This time we were 
beaten, next time we will be victori- 
ous. 

The republicans figured: We were 
beaten, to be sure, but we do not 
want a repetition of that frightful 
business. fe want help and co-op- 
eration from France. We want to 
live in.peace and amity with our 
neighbors. It is those groups Pain- 
leve wanted to support. That is why 
his coming to power, if he is at the 
head at the present moment, or any 
man of his views, means an improve- 
ment in the European situation.

It seems only yesterday that we 
stood in awe before one of the first 
crude radio sets and listened almost 
unbelieving to music, lectures, and 
varied programs, seemingly coming 
out of thin air. But we accustom our- 
selves quickly and easily in this twen- 
tieth century and nearly everybody 
is so accustomed to radio that you 
hear folks who had not the slightest 
conception of the better type of music 
some years ago, discuss the compara- 
tive merits of Wagner and Berlioz, 
Debussy and Ravel. 

The next thing is television. A 
writer in “Every Day Science and 
Mechanics” says that soon “theater 
audiences, not to mention those in pri- 
vate homes, will consider television an 
everyday necessity, and expect ‘to 
see’ as well as hear the latest news, 
such exciting events, that is, as foot- 
ball games and parades at the moment 
they are ‘occurring’.” 

That also will be a great step for- 
ward in mechanical civilization. It 
will also be possible to tune in, let us 
say, on the battlefield. Ladies and 
gentlemen will switch in on the Man- 
churian station, let us say, supposing 
the struggle is still going on out there 
in the far east, and they will see with 
their own eyes men running up to 
each other with bayonets and knives 
in their hands and plunge them into 
the breasts of other men whom they 
have never seen before and with 
whom they have had not so much as 
a quarrel, 

It will be not so entertaining, this 
spectacle, but it will be instructive 
and it will help immensely to bring 
the horrors of war closer home. There 
is still a lot of poppycock about hero- 
ism and gallantry being told about 
war. It will then be seen that war 
is unadulterated bestiality.

MOVE TO DEPRESS 
PRICES OF COTTON 
DENIED BY CHIEFS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(?)— 
Two New Orleans Cotton Exchange 
officials said in a statement tonight 
they had no evidence of anything re- 
sembling a move artificially to depress 
prices in the cotton exchanges. 


Waiting to appear before a_ house 
agricultural subcommittee considering 
the question of further governmental 
regulations of the commodity ex- 
changes, Russell Clark, president, and 
Charles W. Wells, chairman of the 
New Orleans exchange’s public re- 
lations committee, said ‘“‘we are fully 
of the opinion that adequate laws and 
exchange regulations are already in 
effect to take care of any such sit- 
uations.” 

They warned that “the troubles of 
the farmer will be increased and busi- 


pness will be further handicapped by 


unnecessary and ill-advised legislation, 

but explained the New Orleans Cot- 
ton Exchange is opposed to bear raid- 
ing “‘by collusion or otherwise, to de- 
press the prices of farm commodities, 
especially cotton.” They said they 
were prepared to handle adequately 
“the situation within our own ex- 
change should anything of the nature 
arise,” 

Saying the investor must be encour- 
aged to come back into the market 
and buy cotton, the officials expressed 
the hope this would be brought about 
“by allowing the markets to remain 
open and free, thus giving the pro- 
ducer an opportunity to secure a fair 
price for his product,” 

Philip B. Weld, president of the 
New York Cotton Exchange, also said 
in a statement no law was needed. 

“There is no bear raiding on the 
New York Cotton Exchange,” he said, 
“and very little short nitions of any 
kind except against the purchase of 
actual cotton in the south. If abuses 
appear the exchange stands ready and 
has the machinery to control them by 
its own action.”

BUSINESS. 

Up to the first of November there 
had n 16 deaths from carbon mon- 
oxide gassing from pipeless gas stoves 
in 1951 in one of the largest cities, 
and according to a report of the city’s 
health department 104 deaths from 
the same cause in the last six years. 
For more‘ than 20 years the health 
authorities in this nameless, and we 
might say shameless city have beecua 
trying to put an end to this hideous 
sacrifice of life by the enactment of 
an ordinance prohibiting the sale and 
use of such pipeless gas heating ap- 
pliances. But their efforts have been 
unavailing and will probably continue 
to be set at nought, because politics 
rules the people and business rules 


politics, and the manufacturers and q 


sales agents of these deadly appliances 
do not intend to let a little matter of 
a score of human lives interfere with 
the sale of these stoves. 

Persons selling or installing such 
appliances sometimes assure the be- 
fuddled customer that by reason of 
some gadget or special type of burner 
the heater gives off no harmful fumes. 
They patronizingly concede that of 
course a stovepipe may be used if the 
customer wants to have the unsight- 
liness and the additional expense of 
such connection with the chimney or 
flue but that it is unnecessary except 
in the imagination of. a few nuts or 
cranks in the health department. 
Why, they declare, they have used 
just such a stove in their own home 
for many years and never a pipe on 
it, and here they are still alive and 
well as ever. That sort of argument 
is sufficient for the large moronic 
population, be it a matter of gas 
stoves, mineral water, cigarets, or a 
positive or negative debate on climate, 
weather or air. 

Thousands of households have gas 
cooking appliances which have inade- 
quate flue or stovepipe connections if 
any, yet only a minority of such 
households find that there is any ill 
effect on health and fatal carbon 
monoxide poisoning in a kitchen is a 
rare occurrence, except in suicidal 
cases. Nevertheless, I have always 
believed that much of the ill health 
of housewives toward the end of win- 
ter and the coming of spring, the “run 
down” condition, “tired feeling,” 
anemia, headache and other vague im- 
pairments so common among women 
who spend much time in the kitchen, 
is due to mild chronic carbon monox- 
ide gassing. This is merely my opin- 
ion, based on sufficient experience in 
practice, not on any theoretical fancy. 

Fortunately, natural or unconsid- 
ered ventilation through open doors 
or windows or the cracks about such 
openings, is sufficient to carry off 
much of the carbon monoxide from 
the average kitchen. 

In a small bathroom, or a bedroom, 
natural ventilation is less likely to 
be a factor of safety for the ignorant 
or heedless person who ventures to 
remain in such a closed room with a 
pipeless gas stove burning. Most of 
the grave or fatal asphyxiations oc- 
cur in bedrooms or bathrooms, 

It isn’t the escape of the gas from 
the pipe or fittings so much as it Is 
the production of carbon monoxide by 
incomplete or faulty combustion, Car- 
bon monoxide is present in natural 
and artificial gas, but usually such 
fuel has a marked odor; the danger- 
ous carbon monoxide of faulty com- 
bustion is odorless and gives no warn- 
ing.

BRITISH TARIFFS 


Ports Are Glutted in Ef- 
fort To Land Last Free 
Trade Loads. 


BY ALVIN HALLMAN. 

LONDON, Feb. 28.—(4)—The Lon- 
don dock district in the Thames es- 
tuary was jammed today with ships 
from all parts of the world, which 
hoped to pass customs before 5 p. m. 
Monday, when Great Britain erects 
her 10 per cent* tariff wall. 

With the opening of customs houses 
Tuesday morning a general 10 per cent 
tariff will be levied against all im- 
ports with but few exceptions, mark- 
ing the passing of the world’s last 
great free trade country. 

While an estimated 200 cargo 
vessels stood at docks or in the l@wer 
reaches of the Thames awaiting 
berths, other ships raced against 
fierce channel gales to reach Lon- 
don, Hull, or other southern British 
ports to unload before the zero hour 
Monday. 

Among the vessels in Tilbury dock 
was the United States liner President 
Harding, which, for the first time in 
her history, has called at London with 
a 3,4@4-ton general cargo. She broke 
into. her usual passenger run from 
New York to Hamburg,. via Cobh and 
Piyinotth, to make the stop. About 
400 ‘men were employed to unload her 
and they worked by are lights all last 
night so the task could be finished, 
and the vessel proceed with her fret- 
ting passengers.

The S. S. Tairoa, 
which arrived in the Thames yester- 
day, hastily unloaded 205,000 pounds 
($705.200) in butter and cheese from 
New Zealand, 

For several days Lloyds and other 
insurance brokers have done a mod- 
erate business in insurance against 
failure to arrive ahead of the dead- 
line, one ship’s owner having paid 
2,500 pounds ($8,600) protection 
against payment of 5, pounds 
($17,200) duty if the ship got in late. 

The tariff measure, which passed 
the house of commons Thursday night, : 
will be given its final reading in the 
house of lords and royal assent to- 
morrow. 

The measure is primarily a protec- 


tive one to give British products pref- 


erence among British buyers, but rev- 
enue derived will aid in keeping the 
budget balanced as well. 

This is the first time Great Britain 
has ever had a general tariff.

SPARTA, Ga., Feb. 28.—Declaring 
that “nearly every assailant of mine” 
in the movement that culminated in 
his suspension from the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, for one year 
“has been a Cannopite and a Hoover- 


crat,” Dr. Rembert G. Smith delivered 
a scathing denunciation of his cler- 
ical criticis in a speech delivered at 
the courthouse here this afternoon. 

Dr. Smith, who, prior to his sus- 
pension, was pastor of the Methodist 
church here, has retained his citizen- 
ship in this city and every Sunday 
morning conducts a Bible class at the 
Sparta Presbyterian church. 

In his talk today he charged that 
the committee on appeals of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, south, which 
approved his suspension at a meeting 
in Nashville on February 5 had de- 
nied his appeal te open thé hearing 
to newepaper reporters, yet immedi- 
ately afterwards the secular press bu- 
reau of the church made publie a copy 
of the charges against him. “It will 
appear that some officers of the 
church violate the custom of secrecy 
if they think I can thereby be in- 
jured,” he declared, and added: “In 
addition to Bishop W. F. MeMurry, 
Bishop John M. Moore and the Rev. 
C. ID. Read, of Sparta, have also vio- 
lated the custom of secrecy to my 


'damage.” 


Continuing, Dr. Smith said: 
Charges Listed. 

“There were four charges of false- 
hood against me and one charge that 
I took a note of another party with- 
out his consent, discounted it and 
used the proceeds. Each one of these 
charges was proven; false and I was 
not convicted on any one of them. 

“The committee of the North Geor- 
gia conference, ho.ever, found, me 
guilty of imprudence and unminis- 
terial condnct in connection with the 
fact alleged to eyeport. but which did 
not support, the charges of falsehood 
and fraud. 

“The committee on appeals had be- 
fore it my argument that Bishop Mce- 
Murry made 19 errors in his rulings 
In my case, It also had new evidence 
in writing alleging that one of the 
members of the committee of trial was 
prejudiced. As I was suspended by 
a majority of only one, seven voting 
for and six against, it appears that 
the vote of this alleged — prejudiced 
member of the committee was weighty 
enough to convict me.

SPARTA, Ga., Feb. 28.—(/)-—A 
rural center, established for the. pur- 
pose of pointing the way toward eco- 
nomic. prosperity and better living 
conditions among negroes in all sec- 
tions of the country, will be opened 
here about May 1. 

The project is an outgrowth of a 
community founded more than 60 
years ago by three negro brothers. 
It will be established in the midst of 
a community of negroes who own and 
operate over 10,000 acres of land, and 
is aimed at placing the proper em- 
phasis on development of the negro 
rural community as one of the best 
opportunities for negroes in the coun- 
try. 

The new community will have a 
school and a shop, a vocational teach- 
er in agriculture, another in home eco- 
nomics, a farm agent and a central 
building for recreation, educational

RECOGNIZE 
GAINS MADE BY JAPAN 


Washington Is Expectantly 
Awaiting Developments at 
Coming League Session. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(4)— 
Whatever the reaction of Europe to 
Japan’s new truce offering, it was 
re-emphasized in high quarters today 
the United States will decline to recog- 
nize such Japanese gains in either 
Shanghai or Manchuria as are ob- 
tained in violation of existing treaties. 

Standing firm upon that position, 
this government is expectantly await- 
ing developments at the League of 
Nations assembly meeting this week, 
where the United States’ position 
doubtless will figure. 

It can now be said the American 
government strongly opposes_ pro- 
posals for a boycott against Japan. 
Responsible officials, it was revealed, 


‘have sounded out President Hoover's 


sentiment and that. prevailing in both 
the executive and legislative branches 
of the government and found almost 
unanimous opposition to such a step. 

In addition, American observers in 
Europe have reported through diplo- 
matic channels that the major powers 
abroad likewise are opposed to a boy- 
cott plan. ; 

The outlook of high officials here 
upon the various proposals for a boy- 
cott was outliped as follows: 

A boycott could lead easily to war. 


The practical development of a boy- 
cott would involve the closing of vari- 
ous industries in all the countries 
concerned. 


Thus, such a move would approxi- 
mate a war upon the civilians of 
those countries. 

In turn, this would generate bitter- 
ness, leading to violence against the 
citizens of the boycotting countries 
who were residing in the boycotted 
nation, and vice versa. 

With the responsibility resting upon 
all nations to protect their own citi- 
— international violence might re- 
suit, 

State department officials have re- 
ceived reports that although boycott 
proposals have “no root” in the lead- 
ing European powers, many of the 
smaller nations have brought con- 
tinued pressure upon the League to 
take such a step as an illustration 
of its protective powers. 

It was learned that President Hoo- 
ver personally directed Secretary 
Stimson to dispatch the now historic 
note of January 7 to Japan, declar- 
ing that this country would not recog- 
nize any right, title or benefit gained 
by Japan through violation of either 
the Kellogg pact or the Nine-Power 
treaty. 

Although no direct representation 
was made to other nations to join 
the United States in this move, a 
statement was made at the time that 
if they reached similar decisions an 
effective bar would be formed against 
future treaty violations. 

Those directing America’s foreign 
policy were said today to have re- 
ceived reports that the leading Euro- 
pean powers were doubtful whether 
they. could take such a positive step.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 28.— While their 
countrymen are engaged in a life-and- 
death struggle on the Chapei-Woosung 
battle front, both Chinese and Japa- 
nese professional dancing partners 
swing round and round in an Ameri- 
can-owned cabaret with all comers at 
8 cents, gold, a dance. 

These girls are outwardly quite jin-

The cabaret is called St. George's, 
and is run by a former American 
sailor.

Owing to enforcement of the curfew 
law between 10 p. m. and dawn, the 
cabaret opens at 4 p. m. and closes at 
9 p. m.

One of the Japanese girls, Mary 
Watanami, a diminutive lass wearing 
a chiffon dress, silk stockings and 
high-heeled French shoes, told me a 
pathetic story. 

“Tl have to go back to Tokyo,” she 
said, “because mv mother is worry- 
ing herself to death. Kesides, the Jap- 
anese consul told us all we must re- 
turn to Japan. Some of the girls are 
going to stay here anyway, but I can’t 
keep on letting mother worry. It 
would kill her. Anyway, it’s no life 
here now. 

“IT dare not go in the streets now- 
adays. The only place I come is here 
—the manager sends a car to fetch us

Lilly Wong is a Chinese girl of an 
entirely different type. Tall and slen- 
der. When I saw her she wore a long 
georgette dress, Half foreign and half 
Chinese in style, it was buttoned at 
the neck, and had fur edgings and 
slits in the lower skirt; which revealed 
much of her silk-stockinged legs—legs 
that might take prizes in an American 
bathing beauty contest. 

“T think the Chinese will win,” was 
her emphatic opinion of the war. 
With, becoming modesty she revealed 
that she spent her spare time knit- 
ting sweaters for Chinese troops. 

“It must be eold for them now.” 
she explained, and finished: “War is 
awful.’ 

Another Chinese girl was asked her 
views of the war. 

“No can speak English,” she replied 
noncommittally. 

A third Chinese girl spent her time 
during intervals and when not asked 
to dance, openly knitting a sweater 
which eventually would be worn by a 
Chinese soldier. While busy clicking 
her knitting needles on this she was 
having the friendliest conversation 
imaginable with a Japanese girl at 
the next table. 

War is war, but the St. George’s 
band keeps on playing and the Japa- 
nese and Chinese girls keep on danc- 
ing among each other within the 
sound of laughter.

The negotiations were described as 
a peace move. They involved all 
Owers represented on the League of 
Nations council and the United 
States, it was understood. 

Members of the Japanese delegation 
have secretly visited almost all dele- 
gates to the council in addition to 
sending identical memoranda to them, 
as individual representatives of their 
governments, stating the Japanese 
proposals for cessation of fighting at 
Shanghai. 

Naotake Sato began conferences 
with Joseph | Paul-Boncour, French 

resident of the council, and Paul 

ymans, of Belgium, who is most 
likely to be chosen president of the 
general assembly. It was understood 
Ambassador Katsuji DeBuchi at 
Washington conferred with Secretary 
Henry L. Stimson. 

All were informed of the Japanese 
terms under which a lasting truce 
might be developed, preferably 
through a round-table meeting of rep- 
resentatives of the powers at Shahg- 
hai. It was ‘considered significant 
that the Manchurian situation was not 
mentioned in the memorandim as 
Japan considers’ it separate from the 
Shanghai warfare. 

The memorandum was understood to 
contain the following five points: 

1. Japan declares she has no in- 
tention of increasing her concession 
in Shanghai and that her armed 
forces are there only to protect Japa- 
nese lives and interests. Japan is 
willing to retire to within the Inter- 
national Settlement if the Chinese 
withdraw to a point consistent with 
safety—presumably 12 1-2 miles from 
Shanghai. 

2. Japan points out that the Chi- 
nese 19th Route army which has won 
fame defending Shanghai, is com- 
prised of “dangerous elements engag- 
ed in communist agitation.” ‘In: this 
connection ‘the memorandum noted 
specifically the 61st division com- 
manded by General Chien. It was 
declared ‘that General Chien was re- 
sponsible for British and other. inter- 
vention at Shanghai in 1927 and that, 
while he is there, there cannot be any 
degree of safety or order. 

3. Japan suggests that, if both 
Chinese and Japanese withdraw, there 
would be a round-table conference of 
the interested powers, probably to 
establish a neutral zone at Shanghai. 

4. The arrival of fresh Japanese 
troops in Shanghai is only for safety 
and in no way compromises Japan’s 
attitude as explained in the memoran- 
dum. 

5. Japan deniés reports that she 
contemplates establishing neutral 
zones in cities other than Shanghai.

A small man with pleasing blue

center of an audience at the Athletic Club Friday evening, talking of 


the early days of football in the south. 


He was Mike Donahue, the little 


Irishman around whose delightful personality revolves much of Dixie's 


football history and who only a decade ago finished building Auburn's 
husky elevens to a seat of prestige that few southern teams have known, 

It seemed only a short time ago (and it has been) since the little 
Irishman assembled his athletes for one of his famous inspirational talks

just before the Georgia game of 1922 at Columbus, Ga. 


The names of 


Shirling, Shirey, Ollinger, Moulton, Pearce, Pruitt, Lawrence and ‘‘Noisy’”’ 


Grisham were in the headlines. 


Those were the palmy days at the Plains. 


They came to a glorious 


end on that charming southern afternoon on the banks of the Chattanoo- 


chee in 1922. 
being peddled in the stands. 


Dick Mulvihill (whatever became of * 


him?) had come down to Georgia with 
Jimmie DeHart from Kiski school 
and he had drop-kicked a field goal, 
giving Georgia 3-0 lead. Then the 
Plainsmen surged down the field on 
a succession of short passes and John 
(Barleycorn) .Shirey plunged over the 
goal line for a touchdown.

parent Stoppage Saves 
Loss in New Orleans. 


"NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 28.—(P)— 
Trading was rather erratic in the 
cotton market during the past week, 
at times active and at others ex- 
tremely quiet. Fluctuations in prices 
were narrow and without any very 


definite trend. 
The extreme spread between the 


highs and lows was barely 20 points 
and although there was a moderate 


easing off in early week owing to 
weakness in stocks, values rallied 
later and the early decline was re- 
covered and the period terminated 
with prices showing little change 
compared with the close of the pre- 
ceding week. 4 

Liquidation of the March position 
was one of the main influences in 
the market and the issue of notices 
covering 23,000 bales on Wednesday, 
which was the first notice day for 
deliveries on March contracts, proved 
rather larger than looked for and the 
first effect was a moderate decline 
in the near month but an advance in 
the later positions due to rather lib- 
eral transferring from March into the 
later positions. 

As it soon became known that the 
notices were being promptly stopped, 
largely by Japanese interests, the 
price of March rallied and the gen- 
eral market developed a better tone 
for the rest of the week. 

One of the supporting influences 
was the reported good demand for 
spot cotton, The demand had shown 
a tendency to fall off in the pre- 
ceding week mainly owing to a drop 
in the demand from Japan, but the 
Japanese were reported to be again 
actively in the market during the 
past week and there was also a better 
demand from European buyers owing 
to the growing scarcity of foreign 
growths on cotton and the compara- 
tive cheapness of American compared 
with Indian and _ other foreign 
growths. 

Exports were again rather heavy 
the past week and the excess in clear- 
ances to foreign countries over the

Despite Adverse Figures 


BY FRANK H. MeCONNELL. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—()—Busi- 
ness went through its short, and none 


too cheerful, month of February with 
some distinct gains recorded in mo- 
rale, although the actual statistical 
record was featured with more losses 
than gains. 

In dull times, it was pointed out 
by the mercantile reviews and other 
authoritative business mouthpieces, 
the calendar’s abbreviated month usu- 
ally shows a chilling and wintry busi- 
ness barometer. Business defaults 
were heavy during the final week of 
the month, but even so, they were 
actually lower than in the correspond- 
ing week of last year. The record 
showed 637 for the five-day week, 
which included Washington's birth- 
day, against 751 the preceding week, 
but well under the figure of 659 for 
the same week of 1931. 

The automobile industry continued 
in state of temporary’ suspension, 
due, it was stated by trade represen- 
tatives, to the effect of the Ford an- 
nouncement on the low-priced group. 
As a result, steel ingot production, 
which has been awaiting the prop 
expected from increased Ford orders, 
gave ground a little further, declin- 
ing to 26 per cent of ingot capacity 


= 27 per cent the preceding 
week. 

This lack of animation in the basie 
motor industry was partly offset by 
some stimulation promised in new 
building. Daily average of building 
contracts for the first 15 days of the 
month were placed at $+,585,704, a 
gain of 35 per cent over the daily 
figures for January. 

Steel buying by the railroads is 
still dormant. Final figures for 1931 
showed for the full year that total 
railroad purchases of only four new 
passenger cars, while in mber, 
the roads bought 11 new freight cars 
against 2.258 in December, 1930. 

Rail Equipment Suffers. 

This scrawny total, steel men said, 
gave little new business on which to 
work, but they found grounds for en- 
couragement in the past week due to 
increased railroad inquiries.

While the percentage of 
bad order cars reached 8.6 in Decem- 
ber against 6.6 the year before, it 
was pointed out that the roads can 
operate efficiently with a higher per- 
centage of impaired equipment under 
present conditions than in normal 
times, 


Resume of Business in U. S. 


Reveals Brighter Outlook 


A summary of 1,800 confidential 
letters from businessmen on the out- 
look over the entire country to The 
Kiplinger Washington Agency, of 
Washington, D. C., expresses a rela- 
tively good and generally construc- 
tive tone. 

These letters have been received 
during @he last ten days in response 
to questionnaires mailed to their 
clients. They represent probably as 
good a cross section of current busi- 
ness sentiment as could be obtained 
—nll lines of business, all sections 
of eountry, both large and small com- 
panies are included. It is an inter- 
esting mass of correspondence, show- 
ing what businessmen are really say- 
ing. thinking and finding in their daily 
work. 

Following is a brief resume of these 
letters: 

There is an absence of the hopeless- 
ness and all-gone feeling which we 
detected in correspondence two months 
azo. There are plenty of troubles and 
difficulties. but somehow they seem 
more tangible, more concrete and con- 
sequently less fearsome than a short 
time aco. This may be negative bet- 
terment. but it is impressive because 
it is reflected so often. 

Sentiment and confidence have im- 
proved a little in the last few weeks, 
for various vague and undefined rea- 
sons. 

Most correspondents do not expect 
permanent recovery before next fall. 
Most do not expect lower levels of 
business between now and then. Some 
expect spotty improvement, notably 
in lines dependent on motors. 


— 
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Credit actually is not much easier, 
although there are confident expecta- 
tions that it will soon become easier. 

Recent Washington moves to bol- 
ster business are regarded hopefully, 
and with a small degree of genuine 
satisfaction, but there is no great 
amount of enthusiasm about them as 
yet, and no strong belief that politi- 
cal measures will. make better busi- 
ness. 


Hoover's standing is generally con- 
sidered slightly better. His chances 
of re-election are considered improv- 
ing, but still questionable. 

Local relief situations are satisfac- 
tory in most communities, but alarm- 
ing in a few big cities, where relief 
fund erises are expected in April and 
May. Federal aid is universally con- 
demned, but liberalization of state 
laws, or else state aid, is desired for 
a few large cities. 

Excessive government expenditures 
—local, federal and state, in this or- 
der—are deplored. by a very large pro- 
portion. 

Anti-prohibition sentiment is report- 
ed growing. even by a number of men 
who say they are dry sympathizers.

Appears Won in 


Baby Gorilla’s Fight for Life 


Oxygen Chamber 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(UP) 
N’Gi, baby gorilla, apparently has won 
his dramatic fight against death from 
pneumonia. 

As hundreds of his little friends 
gathered outside the lionhouse at the 
zoo vainly seeking admission, the 
clumsy black beast lay in his oxygen 
chamber breathing easier and taking 
a new interest in life. 

The hush of the sickroom replaced 
the roar of the jungle as only white- 
coated specialists and attendants 
moved through the house, closed when 
N’Gi’s condition became so critical. 

The baby gorilla today ate a pear, 
two-thirds of an apple. two bananas. 
a ripe tomato and drank two ounces of 
eggnog especially prepared with port 
wine, since he has such an apparent 
dislike for good whisky. 

“We have very hope of saving this 
little fellow’s life.” Dr. David Buck- 
ingham, expert veterinarian, told the 
United Press today. “He is still de- 
pressed, but seems to be getting over 
it. Today he drank two teacups of 
water voluntarily—the first he’s taken 
on this own accord for two weeks.” 

Fifteen tanks of oxygen already 
have been used in the chamber rushed 
here from New York at the expense 
of the Washington Herald, in a des- 
perate effort to save the jungle ha- 
by’s life. Today, specialists said, one 
good indication of improvement in his 
condition was the passing of the sad 
look on his face ard a desire to play. 

Keeper Paul Holdup, an ex-soldier, 
has looked after N’Gi since he was 


hrought here from his west African 
fastness. As he went into the cage to- 
day the baby gorilla. playfully tuggel 
at his coat and then threw a hairy 
arm affectionately around his neck. 

It was a familiar gesture, but a 
rare one since the gorilla became ill. 
Later N’Gi crawled from beneath his 
brightly colored blanket and- pulled at 
Dr. Buckingham’s coat. : 

“He never likes to be alone, and is 
ever known.” Dr. Buckingham ex- 
plained. “He likes everyone and is 
happv when he is showing that he 
does,” 

Ruckingham remains near N’Gi's 
until midnight each night, after which 
the night keeper takes over, with in- 
structions to report immediately any 
unfavorable developments. 

N’Gi's illness revealed that his heart 
is on his right instead of left side. 
Specialists cannot explain it, but say 
it has played no part in the sickness. 

Although the baby gorilla’s condi- 
tion is most favorable, it will be sev- 
eral weeks before he will again be his 
old happy self. He may be kept in 
the oxygen chamber another week or 
more, authorities said. 

Meantime, letters continue to pile 
into the zoo offices. some suggesting 
treatments for the sick patient. others 
condemning the costly efforts to save 
the life of an animal, in view of legs 
elaborate care given human beings. 
Authorities take the position the baby 
gorilla is helpless away from his jun- 
gle home.

AUTO TAG PENALTY 
TO GO.INTO EFFECT 
HERE WEDNESDAY 


Delinquent penalties on automobile 
tags will go into effect after midnight 
Tuesday, under the action of the state 
revenue commission. The period of 
grace granted by the commission ex- 
pires 1esday, and thereafter auto- 
mobile owners will be suject to prose- 
eution and penalties if they operate 
cars without tags, 

Comptroller-General William B 
Harrison Sunday said that the exten- 
sion of the time limit from February 
2 to March 1- gave motorists the 
privilege of buying tags without pay- 
ing a 20 per cent penalty and a $1 
fee to the county sheriff, but that 
after Tuesday these penalties will be 
in effect. 

Sheriff James I. Lowry, of Fulton 
rounty, Sunday said that while the de- 
linquent penalties go into effect Wed- 
nesday morning, “we ‘want to give the 
motorists every showing that we can 
Jegally give them. realizing the finan- 
cial condition of many automobile 
owners.” Those car. owners who are 
not in a position to buy their tags 
now may avoid the penalties by keep- 
ing their cars in the garages after 
March 1 until they raise the license 
fee. Under this arrangement, it will 

e necessary for the car owners to 
sign affidavits at the sheriff’s office. 
Saying that their cars have not been 
operated since March 1, Lowry said.

IS GIVEN ‘NEUTRON,’ 
MILLIKAN THINKS 


PASADENA, Cal., Feb. 28.—(7)— 
Dr. Robert A. Millikan, discoverer of 
the cosmic ray, said today he thinks 
the weight given for the “neutron.” 
reported as just discovered by James 
Chadwick, of Cambridge University. 
was much too great. 

This particle was reported in dis- 
patches as so small it would take 200.- 
000,000,000,000,000,000,000 of them to 
weigh an ounce, 

Dr. Millikan said it was difficult 
to differentiate between the effects 


of the “photon” as observed by him 


and his assistant, Dr. Carl Anderson, | 


and the neutron. 
“The simplest possible suggestion of 
a neutron, positive and negative elec- 


fore showing no electrical field, has 
been made repeatedly during the past 
two years,” he said, “usually with a 
view to a simple interpretation of cer- 
tain cosmic ray effects. 

“The proof as to whether such an 
entity exists is rather difficult to 
get and up to the present I have seen 
no way of differentiating between the 
effects due to photons, or high energy 
light waves, and these hypothetical 
neutrons.
